dummies! 

Planet-brained nerds invent 
foolproof systenn that can turn 
anyone into a god with a cue 



If you play pool with the 
skill of Ray Charles after 
he just blew 0.38 on a random 
breath test, there’s a new 
invention that’s guaranteed 
to help you look like less of 
a spaz the next time you 
pick up a stick at your local. 

Three students from the 
University of the Algarve 
in Portugal developed the 
system to help unskilled or 
amateur pool players work out 
how to play the perfect shot. 
Theiraugmented reality 
computerset-up takes all the 
guesswork out of bouncing the 
white ball off multiple cushions 
and tapping your big orsmall 
into the pocket of your choice. 

All PoolLiveAid needs is a 
camera placed above the table 
to capture the game, and a 
projector that can display 
information on the table. 

That means no special lighting 
or any changes to the table, 
the cues or the balls. 

The system, developed by 
Ricardo Alves, Luis Sousa and 
JMF Rodrigues, detects the 
table border, the position of the 
balls and the pool cue direction 


using complexalgorithms 
that look like something a 
maths genius would scribble 
on a blackboard to show 
everyone how clever he is. 

It calculates where the 
balls will travel depending 
on where the cue is pointing, 
projecting the results onto 
the baize. Getting the table 
border accurate is vital, 
as an error of just a few 
millimetres would throw the 
ball’s trajectory out badly. 

The developers — who’ve 
already patented the system for 
commercial use — are ironing 
out a few bugs from the 
prototype. Balls in contact 
with each other were hard to 
detect, for example, and hitting 
a ball off-centre to put some 
English on it wasn’t always 
picked up accurately. 

The team aren’t saying 
anything about price or 
availability yet. The only hint 
they offer on their Facebook 
page is they hope to bring “big 
news” about “commercial 
status” at some point in 2015. 

They’d better hurry up — 
ZOO wants to get practising...

Kaleb Whitby gasped 
when he realised he 
wasn’t smeared along the two 
semis he was jammed between.

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These days you’ll be 
■■■ kicked out of professional 
sports if your piss registers so 
nnuchasa whiff of weed. But 
performance enhancers date 
back to the earliest days of sport. 
“Doping” comes from “doop”, 
the Dutch word for opium-laced 
juice used by Ancient Greek 
athletes at the Olympic Games. 
The tradition carried on until the 
20th Century, with every nation’s 
champions being the best they 
could be with a boost from 
elixirs with the likes of alcohol, 
strychnine, heroin and cocaine. 


But in the history of drugs in 
sports, nothing beats the story 
of Dock Ellis, an American major 
league baseball player, who in 
1970 pitched a no-hitter while 
off-chops on LSD. Ellis reckoned 
about 90 per cent of other pro 
players were then using 
amphetamines to sharpen their 
skills. He added acid to the mix, 
consuming it in a room he called 
the Dungeon, where he listened 
to Jimi Hendrixand tripped out 
with the help of a black light. 

On June 12, 1970, after losing 
track of time during a bender. 


the Pittsburgh Pirates’ star 
pitcherfound himself centre 
field against the San Diego 
Padres — and unable to tell 
who the batsmen were, because 
he was tripping so hard. 

But Ellis simply went for 
it with wild throws — and his 
opponents couldn’t get bat 
to ball. “I was just out there 
throwing a baseball and having 
a great time,” he later recalled. 
His acid-drenched achievement 
is so legendary it became the 
subject of last year’s acclaimed 
No No; A Dockumentary.

It reinforced my sense of what 
was important — creating great 
things instead of making money, 
putting things back into the 
stream of history and of human 
consciousness as much as I 
could.” There you go — if Jobs 
wasn’t a tripper, you’d be trying] 
to listen to music and watch 
movies on a portable type writer. 


big “science” thing, 
discovered by British 
boffin Francis Crickand 
American biologist James 
Watson in 1953. In 1962, 
along with a Kiwi genius 
named Maurice Wilkins, 
they’d be awarded a Nobel 
Prize for their work. 

But we’re pretty sure 
Crick wouldn’t have got his 
award if it was known he’d 
used LSD as a “thinking 
tool” to help him perceive 
the all-important double- 
helix shape of DNA. The 
scientist was a big fan of 
author Aldous Huxley, 
a keen experimenter 
with hallucinogens. 

Huxley dropped acid as 
he lay dying on November 
22, 1963. His groovy death 
didn’t get much play in the 
newspapers the next day 
thanks to President John F. 
Kennedy’s assassination. 
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These days Coke Zero is so 
popular because it contains 
no calories — nothing, in fact, 
but water, bubbles and the 
tasty dark energy extracted 
from the souls of the dying. 
But back in 1885, Coca-Cola 
was called Pemberton’s 
French Wine Coca and it 
was loaded with goodness 
— cocaine and alcohol, as it 
was a rip-off of Vin Mariani. 

The man behind it was 
John Pemberton, an Atlanta 
pharmacist. He marketed it 
as an “intellectual beverage” 
and “invigoratorof the brain” 
that was also great for curing 
morphine addiction. 


Pemberton was in a position 
: to know because he was a 
mad opiate fiend himself. 

In 1865, Pemberton had to 
remove the alcohol from his 
wonder drink as Atlanta went 
; “dry”. Keeping the cocaine 
extract — and with a new 
emphasis on sugarand kola 
nut flavours — he renamed 
his drink Coca-Cola and then 
sold the business for a 
pittance. What a dope! 

As for Coca-Cola’s ability 
to cure addiction, its creator 
died a hopeless morphine 
junkie in 1888. Cocaine was 
removed from Coke and Vin 
Mariani in 1906. Boring!

Cocaine wasn’t just an 
ingredient of popularlQth 
Century energy drinks. It also 
played an important part in the 
development of psychoanalysis, 
given that pioneering 
headshrinker Sigmund Freud 
was absolutely mad for the stuff. 

In July 1884 he wrote an essay 
called Uber Coca about how 
boss this “magical substance” 
was. The paper was Freud’s first 
majorscientific publication and 
helped establish his reputation. 

For the next 12 years, Siggy 


Stardust — as he should’ve 
been known — got so seriously 
addicted to nose candy that he 
had to have surgery to unblock 
his nasal passages. 

Though he kicked the drug 
in 1896, the year he began to 
publish his major breakthroughs, 
many biographers believe his 
extended cocaine frenzy had 
a major impact on his theories. 

How else to explain his 
idea that the ideal treatment 
is therapy in which you talk... 
and talk... and talk... 
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You turn the light switch on and 
off without thinking about where 
the electricity comes from. But 
without a long-forgotten drug- 
and-booze cocktail, you might 
tonight be sitting in the dark 
(and not watching TV). 

That’s because American 
genius-inventor guy Thomas 


Edison was the godfather of our 
modern electrical system (and 
the movies) and he was able to 
achieve so much because he 
used Vin Mariani to work up 
to 20 hours at a time. 

The mixture — of strong wine 
and pure cocaine — went on sale 
in 1863, invented by Corsican 


chemist Angelo Mariani. It was 
marketed as a medical tonic that 
“Nourishes, Fortifies, Refreshes, 
Aids Digestion, Strengthens the 
I System.” Ha ha, medical — right! 

; Fans of Vin Mariani — and its 
spin-off. Elixir Mariani, which 
included three times the amount 
[ of cocaine — included popesand 


presidents, kings and queens, 
and those two far-out fathers 
of science fiction, HG Wells and 
Jules Verne. Even the sculptor 
Auguste Rodin was on the stuff. 
So at least we now know that his 
famous Thinker statue was really 
thinking: “Man, this stuff makes 
my cock tiny but I DON’T CARE!”

In 
September 1960, suffering 
back pain during his election 
campaign, JFK wasshot full of

a German doctor who’d fled 
the Nazis and who became 
known as “Dr Feelgood” in 
America. However, the syringe 
was loaded with heavy-duty 
amphetamines. 

Unsurprisingly, JFK 
sparkled in his televised 
debates and won the election. 
Over the next two years, 
Jacobson would visit the 


the President with big doses of 
speed during hisl961 summit 
meetings with Soviet leader 
Nikita Khrushchev. 

At first JFK had no idea 
that he was getting whacked 
up with speed — and later it 
made no difference. “I don’t 
care if it’s horse piss,” he 
told his concerned brother 
Bobby. “It works.” 

Jacobson’s other patients 
— including Elvis Presley, 
Truman Capote and Tennessee 
Williams — also did some of 
their best work while flying 
on his feelgood elixir. Marilyn 
Monroe was high on theshit 


White House at least 34 times when she sang Happy 


and even repeatedly blasted Birthday Mr Pres/dent to JFK. 



We’ve all heard about the 
horrors associated with the 
drugs known as “bath salts”. 
Take just a granule of this shit, 
we’ve been told, and a second 
later you’ll be transformed into 
a nudist werewolf compelled 
to chew off a stranger’s face 
because he’s secretly the 
alien-cloned Satanic Pope. 


But sometimes even the 
worst substances can bring 
good cheer into the world.

in academic journal Time and 
Mind that the ancient Israelites 
got their religion on by using 
psychedelic plants.

i Another bit of evidence, 
Shanon says, is when Moses saw

theory that the Israelites may 
have been getting whacked on 
potions made from the acacia 
plant. ZOO points to the verse 
found in The Book Of Munchies 
1:16-18: “And lo, the peopledid 
eat Twisties by the bushel/And 
the righteous groove of Kyuss 
I was upon them/And nod their 
I heads and smile they did.’l 
There’s so much weird 
: stuff in the Bible, it makes 
; sense the foundations of 
; Judaism and Christianity 
^ were written by wasters. 
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Paul who now? This guy 
was one of the most prolific 
mathematicians in the 20th 
Century, publishing 1475 
articles in fields such as 
combinatorics, which 
sounds like a description of 
Transformers having sex. 

He was also deeply odd. 
Erdos lived out of a suitcase 
and wasn’t interested in 
money. He called kids 
“epsilons”, men “bosses” ,, 
and women “slaves”. 

The boffin would 
often land on 
a colleague’s 
doorstep with the 
announcement 
“my brain isopen” 
and stay a few days 
to dash off brilliant 
mathematical solutions 
before moving on. 


From 1971, Erdos fuelled 
himself with amphetamines. 
An academic colleague 
became so concerned about 
his friend’s drug use that in 
1979 he bet Erdos $500 he 
couldn’t quit for 30 days. 

Erdos accepted, and won 
the wager. After the month 
was up he told his friend: 
“You’ve showed me I’m not 
an addict. But I didn’t get any 
workdone. I’d get up in 
the morning and 
stare at a blank 
piece of paper. I’d 
have no ideas, just 
like an ordinary 
person. You’ve set 
mathematics back 
a month.” He went 
right back to the goey 
and mathematical brilliance, 
and died in 1996, aged 83. 
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Methamphetamine has led to 
all sorts of social ills, from Adolf 
Hitler’s murderous mania to 
Rufus Wainwright’s maudlin 
music. But sometimes, despite 
everything, ice-affected 
f**kwits, like children and 
puppies, do thefunniest things! 

This was never truer than in 
the case of Andrew Frey when 
he entered Iggy’s Bar and Grill 
after causing a series of fracas 
elsewhere in Salem, Oregon. 

Ratherthan calming down 
with a bowl of stale Doritos 
and a pisswater Budweiser, the 
37-year-old whipped out his 
cock and started jacking off at 


the bar. Unimpressed with the

Unwilling to go until he’d 
come, Frey resisted arrest 
even after being Tasered. 
Reinforcements were called and 
it tookl5 cops to bring him under 
control. These officers then took 
a combined total of a billion 
showers in the weeks that 
followed. We reckon this would 
make an awesome origin story in 
a superhero blockbuster. It must 
be better than Iron Man IV. 







Robin Williams’ battle with 
alcohol and drugs was highly 
publicised.

THE WITCHER 3: WILD HUNT 


Like Games of Thrones we 
welcomed the rod-rocketing 
dose of classic babes flashing 
bare booty, before rolling on to 
the tutorial, which familiarised us 
with two-sword combat, spells 
and alchemy. Playing as Geralt, a 
silver-haired Witcher, felt familiar 
but noticeably smoother. He’s 
brooding with cool and has a 
smooth, gravelly voice that 


makes your chair rumble. He 
finds his own contracts around 
the new and vast open-world 
map, made all the better with 
horse riding, underwater 
swimming and freerunning. Even 
the most mundane objectives 
turn out to be worthwhile with a 
strong story, as detective work 
and choice-based conversations 
mix up the gameplay. 



THE GIST: Bah! Every time you finish 
a zombie game, they just keep coming 
back. This first-person game feels like an 
evolution of the Dead Island series with 
more weapons and flexibility to get 
around. The main catch is your ability 
to pa rkour across shanty town rooftops, 
as well as a day and night cycle. 


ZOO SAYS: Hey, the zombies look 
terrifyingly real and the gameplay 
balance is sweet, but the story lacks 
focus and doing missions feel like a 
chore of map-crossing errands. While 
it’s always fun bashing societies’ 
stupidest with blunt objects, it doesn’t 
offer anything really new to the genre. 



THE GIST: A graphic, third-person 
adventure from the team behind sci-fi 
game RememberMeabouta couple 
of college babes who investigate the 
mysterious disappearance of a friend.

And we don’t just mean playing Angry Birds until 
midnight — these addicts were seriously f**ked up 


□ Two men died in Taiwan 
in the first few days of 
2015 from online gaming 
binges. A 38-year-old carked 
it on New Year’s Day after five 
days’ constant play, and a 
32-year-old died on January 8. 
The latter had been dead for 
hours before anyone noticed 
— he used to sleep in the net 
cafe. When paramedics and 
cops arrived to get the body, 
other gamers continued as if 
nothing had happened 


There have been similar 
cases in hyper-connected 
Asian countries — Chen Rong- 
yu, also of Taiwan, was found 
dead in an internet cafe one 
2012 day after beginning play. 
Rigor mortis had set in, with 
both arms reaching out to 
keyboard and mouse as he 
suffered a heart attack

arrested a man, family name 
Jeong, for allegedly leaving 
his 28-month-old son alone 
forlO days while he played 
games. Kim Jae-Beom and 
wife Kim Yun-Jeong, of South 
Korea, were sent to jail in 2010 
after their three-month-old 
starved to death while they 
cared fora virtual child in 
an online game
